3. Amendment of section 44. -- In section 44 of 
the principal Act , — 

( a ) in sub -section ( 3 ) , the words " , within 
fifteen days from the commencement of this 
Act ," shall be omitted ;

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(b ) in sub - section (4 ) , for clause (6 ) , the 
following clause shall be substituted , namely : 

" (b ) No licence referred to in sub - section 
( 1 ) shall be granted unless the Chief Wild 
Life Warden or the authorised officer having 
regard to the antecedents and previous expe 
rience of the applicant, the implication which 
the grant of such licence would have on the 
status of wild life and to such other matters 
as may be prescribed in this behalf and after 
making such inquiry in respect of those mat 
ters as he may think fit, is satisfied that the 
licence should be granted ." . 


4. Amendment of section 63. -- In section 63 of 
the principal Act, in sub -section ( 1 ) , after clause 
(a ) , the following clause shall be inserted , namely : 

“ (aa ) the matters to be prescribed under 
clause (b ) of sub -section ( 4 ) of section 44 ;" . 


( a ) any person to whom any pension men 
tioned in section 11 is payable by the Govern 
ment of India or out of the Consolidated Fund 
of India (such person being hereinafter referred 
to as the pensioner ) may nominate any other 
person (hereinafter referred to as the nominee ) , 
in such manner and in such form as may be 
prescribed by the Central Government by rules , 
to receive after the death of the pensioner , all 
moneys payable to the pensioner on account of 
such pension at, before or after the date of 
such nomination and which remain unpaid 
immediately before the death of the pensioner ; 
and 

( b ) the nominee shall be entitled , on the 
death of the pensioner, to receive, to the exclu 
sion of all other persons, all such moneys which 
have so remained unpaid : 

Provided that if the nominee predeceases the 
pensioner, the nomination shall , so far as it relates 
to the right conferred upon the said nominee , 
become void and of no effect : 

Provided further that where provision has been 
duly made in the nomination , in accordance with 
the rules made by the Central Government , con 
ferring upon some other person the right to re 
ceive all such moneys , which have so remained 
unpaid , in the event of the nominee predeceasing 
the pensioner , such right shall , upon the decease 
as aforesaid of the nominee, pass to such other 
person ." .

4. Insertion of new sections 15 and 16. - After 
section 14 of the principal Act, the following sections 
shall be inserted , namely : - 

“ 15. Power of Central Government to make 
rules . --The Central Government may , by notifi 
cation in the Official Gazette , make rules to pro 
vide for all or any of the following matters , 
namely : 

( a ) the manner and form in which any nomi 
nation may be made under section 12A and the 
manner and form in which such nomination 
may be cancelled or varied by another nomi 
nation ; 

(b ) the manner in which provision may be 
made, for the purposes of the second proviso 
to section 12A , in any such nomination for 
conferring on some person other than the 
nominee the right to receive moneys payable to 
the nominee if such nominee predeceases the 
pensioner .
